ADVISE PASTEURIZATION, 


"The Dairy Division advises the pas- 


teurization of milk unknown or of doubt- 
ful purity because in large RieMure it 
protects the consumer from dangers that 
might be incurred by using such milk In 
the raw state. Pasteurization is not rec- 
ommended as a substitute for sanitary 
precautions but as an additional safe- 
guard where the Inspection In not suffici- 
ent to guarantee the parity of the milk. 


"The Dalrjr Division also is conducting 


a.ii exUnkUe campaign among consum- 
ers. In the flrst place, it is trying to 
convince them that it costs more to pro- 
duce clean wholesome mllli than to pro- 
duce dirty and dangerous milk. In the 
second place. It alms to show the house- 
holder how to keep mjlfc after It has been 
delivered By the milkman. Clean milk, if 
allowed to become ^warm, if Kept in un-

major purpose of the siudy is to deter-

In most cases, save where milk 
Is actually watered or chemically pre- 
served, the government finds that the bad 
milk results more from trie ignorance of 
the farmer than from any deliberate in- 
tention on his part to produce and sell 
dirty milk.

Vice in most cases he welcomes and car- 
ries out as rapidly as Ms means permit. 


INTERSTATE SHIPMENTS. 


"The government's first investigation 


into Interstate shipments of milk was un- 


dertaken in the summer of 1905, around 
Cincinnati, before that city had a milk 
Inspection department. Host of the milk 
used in Cincinnati was shipped across 
the state line from Kentucky. The re- 
sults of the government's analysis of this 
milk are a<* follows:

At the present 
time, there are about 31.000 gallons of 
milk used each day In Cincinnati, and 
of these 28.000 gallons are pasteurized, 
the remainder being from tuberculin 
tested cows."

runner of all sorts of economic evil 
and ofScial corruption. 


There Is something of \aiu* In that 


consideration. It has Its Influence in 
preventing and correcting abuses to 
which powerful 
public-service cor- 


porations aro prone. It serves as a 
check upon practices that were at 
on* tlrnn too prevalent, and it has 
been demonstrated that it will apply 
quite as well to ono city as to an- 
other. 


WOULD WATCH TRIAL. 


The Chicago Record Herald, makes no 


predictions, but suggests that, with the 
present administration of the city, a fair

RIGHTS OF AIR. 


This bill propounds the novel doc- 


trine that proprietary rights on land 
do r.ot extend to the air, at least not 
above the height of 
buildings, and

temptation." Charles YH was pusillani- 
mous enough, supinely supine, and Mark 
Twain could not have selected a better 
word.

tive of THE TFOBUNE today: "It Is an 
Interesting fact that Sir Oliver should 
have mentioned the subject before the 
British Association, but he has long been 
convinced that the matter deserve? some 
recognition by the able men In the scien- 
tific -world, regardless of any theories 
about facts.

FRAUD AND DELUSION.

the path of this -work that It Is neces- 
sary to proceed with extreme- caution. 
Besides, there are complications Jn this 
field far more numerous and unyielding 
than any in physical science. Now that 
the British Association has recognized a 
man wlio dared speak boldly on the sub- 
ject, tr-ere are Trr>re r^a^ops for hoping 
that the subject will receive closer scien- 
tific attention.

On these 
cards he was writing his name for 
(various demoiselles, who had written 
or come in person by automobile, re- 
questing this favor. M. Pegoud prov- 
ed to be a sturdy, blond young man, 
somewhat under the ordinary height.

Francis Barton Harrison, the new governor- 


general of the Philippines in succession to Forbes, 
Taft's last appointee, was here this week en route 
to Japan and Manila.

Paget Twins SeeK Bright Lights 


The Paget twins, Arthur and Reginald, whose 


mother, Lady Paget, formerly Minnie Stevens of 
New York, and whose father, Sir Arthur Paget,

Prof. Lillian J. Martin of Stanford, in charge of 


the department of psychology, who has just been 
honored by Bonn University, Germany, with the de- 
gree of doctor of philosophy and master of arts, for- 
merly was a teacher in the Girls' High School in this 
city and is a graduate of Vassar. Prof. Martin's 
honor from Germany is a rare one to an American, 
e'fVfer T«?n or woman. In the local public schools 
she was noted for her ripe scholarship. Vvnen Mr^. 
Martin was given a full professorship at Stanford in 
1910 it was considered to be the first high honor 
of the kind to be gained by a woman on the Pacific 
Coast. Prof. Martin is a strong believer in the 
franchise for women. A couple of years ago she 
was at the head of the American women in the 
famous Hyde Park demonstration at 
London in 


which more than 20,000 women took part. With her 
were three well-known Stanford graduates, namely, 
Miss Carrie Goodhue, Miss Anita Martin and Miss 
David French. The latter two were the joint 
authors of the university volume, "Not Included in 
a Sheepskin." In those days she was heartily in 
sympathy with the radical methods of her English 
sisters. She believed the suffragette 
movement 


there to be misunderstood in the United States. I 
suppose at present, in view of the violent methods 
of women suffragists under Mrs. Pankhurst, Prof.

In a number of respects, Mrs. Young 
probably is today the highest educational figure in 
the United States. She is noted £or being the first 
woman superintendent of schools in the land, and 
heads, of course, the second largest school system 
in the country. Both as an executive and as a 
teacher this woman has been thoroughly tested and 
not found wanting. It was at the Boston meeting 
of the National Education Association that she was 
made its president, a complete triumph against all 
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ascendant This is why provision is frequently and 
wicely made for a different rotation of names on 
th« ballots for the several election districts.

'TTe will never be able to reduce the 


number of street accidents—from auto- 


until we make and enforce proper trafflo 
regulations In cities." says Walter E. 
inlanders, president and general manager!

"We already have traffic regulations— 


every self-respecting city, and some that 
are not entitled to self-respect have traf- 
fic squads, motorcycle police and all that 
sort of thing, roost of which tend to Im- 
pede traffic and to multiply the conges- 
tion at bu?y points. The idea in the minds 
of our police commissioners seems to be 
that any regulation that impedes progress 
and aggravates the automobile

Traffic will in- 
crease, and street crossings become more 
and more dangerous. The average busl-1 
ness man covers three times the ground 
In a day that he used to in pre-motortng 
dayF. So there Is three times the traf- 
fic In our streets, despite the fact that 
the rapld-mc*lng motor vehicles would I 
naturally have decreased the congestion 
were there only one automobile to replace 
each horse-drawn vehicle of former Jays. 


"The remedy Is In proper traffic regu- 


lations for pedestrians—rigidly enforced. 
That they have such regulations and do 
enforce them rigidly Is the reason why 
there Is a smaller percentage of accidents 
In European cities. 


"Of course we Americans think It very 


funny that in Paris and Berlin, for exam- 
ple, 
the pedestrian who gets run over or 


knocked down by a vehicle is arrested, 
Instead of the driver of the vehicle. 
It 


Isn't so ridiculous after all. 
In the first 


place, the driver is arrested as often as 
the pedestrian—If the driver fcas been at 
fault. But mostly It Is the pedestrian's 
fault He has been violating a well-de- 
fined traffic ordinance in the enforcement 
of which he must play his part and con- 
tribute his share of Intelligence.
